Washington;—Major General Miino- 


.her. head of the air service, sent a 
telegram to Orville Wright; the. other 
dty, the occasion belng-the tenth an- 
niversary of the delivery ot the Orst 
airplane to the government of the 
United States. The telegram read a's 
follows: .''.' - , - 


"The congratulations of the air serv- 


ice are extended to you on. the tenth 
anniversary of- the delivery of- the 
first airplane "to the government of 
the United States, first in the .world to 
acquire a dynamic aircraft The air 
service appreciates to - the full the 
ever-Increasing debt owed by mankind 
to the . Wright brothers, whose fore- 
sight, indefatigable research and. prac- 
tical application have aided world 
progress through the invention of a 
hew. means of communication." 


It was Kbout a decade ago that the 


United States government, with 'one 
of the Wright brothers on the scene, 
made Us .preliminary test of airplanes 
. In this .city before adopting them for 
the service of the United States. 


To the Wright brothers general 


Uenoher has given the credit for the 
development of the airplane to the 
standards of practical use. 
The 


Wrights themselves, however, always 
gave credit to the pioneers In the field. 


Work of the Pioneers. 


•In -the-Smithsonian Institution In 
this city is a tablet to the memory of 
Snmuel Plerpont Langiey. who com- 
pleted the first heavier-thim-air ma- 
chine- which actually flew. Not long 
ago scientists came to Washington 
from all over the country to pay trib- 
ute to the memory of Oil's .scientist, 
Langley, who through the years wlth- 
slood the jibes and the Jeers of men 
who. called him a crank and worse be- 
cause he was convinced that one day 
men would fly. Langley kept at his 
work, and today he is acknowledged 
as having been the first man to make 
a heavler-than-alr machine actually 
fly..' 


'Twenty years apo and more there 


lived In -Chicago an engineer'named 
Octave Chanutc. a man- of French er- 
troctlon, who al» firmly believed that 
one day man wonld fjy and would not 
need llghter-than-nir 'apparatus to en- 


i able hlnl to do so. It was Octave Cha- 
! nnte who developed the plane idea. It 


is known that the .Wright brothers, as 
youths, were pupils ot Chanute,. and 
that they witnessed some of his exper- 
iments. 


So long ago as 1S97, I was taken by 


Octave Chanute into the attic of bis 
house In Superior street, Chicago. 
There he had samples of every kind 
of kite known to men and boys ot the 
world. He was' studying the biplane 
kites ot China and the monoplane kites 
cf other countries.

In addition to these - toys, If they 


may be so called, he had mounted spec- 
Icjens of several of ..the long-flighted 
species of birds of the world, the gulL 
the albatross and the man-of-war bird. 
He Was studying their structure, their

sustain themselves-In the nlr'fui- long 
periods without visible motions ot the 
wings.

. octave Chanute'i Experiments. 


Later on I went to the sand dunes 


of northern Indiana, on the shores of 
Lake Michigan, to witness some of the 
'early flying attempts of;m'en nnder the 
direction of Octave Chanute; The ex- 
perimenter and his assistants fitted 
themselves by means of harness Into 
jreat-reachlDg wlngHke planes similar 
to those which an airplane uses today. 
Then they would start down an Incline 
..and launch themselves' Into the' air 
from the hillside against the'wind. In 
this, way, and without any .motive 
power it was possible to determine the 
sustaining strength of .the,wings and 
.many other things which it was neces* 
shry to determine .before the .problem 
came of attaching motor power. At 
that time the present type gasoline en- 
gines had not been Invented,.aqd prop- 
er, motive power was one ot the chief, 
problem's.
